Jury returned 17 indictments on 
Monday charging 18 persons 
with 57 felony and two misde- 
meanor counts. 

Due to an unusually busy rule 
day on Monday when rulings 
were sought by attorneys repre- 
senting 115 separate cases, depu- 
ties in the Circuit Clerk’s Office 
were forced to delay processing 
of the indictments.

The Kentucky Hospital 
Association’s recently-released 
2006 study by Dr. Paul Coomes 
titled, “Kentucky Hospitals’ Eco- 
nomic Impact on Their Commu- 
nities” reveals that Morgan 
County ARH’ s postive impact on 
the local economy and surround- 
ing community. 

ARH Director of Health 
Policy and Government Rela- 
tions Joy Freeman, of the ARH 
System Center in Lexington, 



while discussing the report em- 
phasized the notable financial 
contribtions that Morgan County 
ARH and other rural Kentucky 
hospitals make in their service ar- 
eas. 

“The primary goal of any 
health care organization is to pro- 
vide outstanding patient care,” 
Freeman said. “But sometimes 
the economic impact such firms 
have on rural areas is forgotten. 
In many small towns, hospitals 
are often the largest private em- 
ployers.” 



Freeman pointed to the fact 
that Morgan County ARH hos- 
pital provides more than 1 1 8 jobs 
in the community, and generates 
approximately $5.2 million in an- 
nual local payroll. 

“That total accounts for 5.7 
percent of all wages in Morgan 
County,” Freeman said. “That is 
$6.7 million in staff salaries. This 
creates a significant ‘ripple ef- 
fect’ in which ARH employees 
purchase goods and services 
from local businesses. The 
See ARH Hospital Page ?

Council discusses 
expansion of fire 
dept response area 



Larger fines for 
dog law violations 
gets first reading

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil at its regular April 28 meeting 
heard a presentation from Fire 
Chief John Conley regarding the 
proposed redistricting of West 
Liberty Fire Department’s service 
area. 

Conley told council members 
that WLFD currently covers 
many areas outside its district due 
to distance and a shortage of vol- 
unteers from other departments. 

“WLFD wants to change its 
primary response area,” Conley 
said. “Our members would like 
to take in areas around the city 
that would be closer for WLFD 
to respond to than the county fire 
departments, particularly in the 
Caney Valley district. West Lib- 



erty firefighters often respond 
first to Caney Valley’s calls since 
the calls are close to city limits.” 

Conley noted that Caney Val- 
ley Fire Department, which has 
received several fire calls in re- 
cent weeks, is comprised prima- 
rily of WLFD firefighters includ- 
ing himself. 

“There has been discussion on 
how to more effectively operate 
CVFD,” Conley said. “One pos- 
sible way would be if CVFD and 
WLFD operated under the same 
administration, due to the close 
proximity of the departments. 
This would streamline depart- 
ment organization and eliminate 
some confusion for firefighters.” 

Mayor Bob Nickell said many 
of the areas that would be af- 
fected by a possible redistricting 
are communities he has been 
approached to annex - including 
Hwy. 460 East to Day Hill, Hwy. 
460 West to Grassy Creek, the 
new section of Hwy. 7 to Hwy. 
519, Spaws Creek and Liberty

tucky Transportation Cabinet has 
awarded three highway improve- 
ment contracts totaling nearly 
$1.7 million in Morgan County. 
KYTC has also awarded an ad- 
ditional contract involving work 
in both Morgan and Wolfe coun- 
ties. 

The first contract calls for re- 
surfacing of 6.42 miles of Ky. 
172, West Liberty-Paints ville 
Road, between Ky. 437 and Ky. 
706. Hinkle Contracting Corp. 
was awarded the low-bid contract 
for $666,737.73. The project is 
scheduled to be completed by 
Nov. 15. 

The second contract calls for 
resurfacing of 2.17 miles of U.S. 
460, Frenchburg-West Liberty 
Road, between Ky. 205 and the 
Caney Creek bridge. Hinkle was 
awarded the low-bid contract for 
$402,892.10. The project is 
scheduled to be completed by 
Nov. 15. 

The third contract calls for re- 
surfacing a total of 7.09 miles on 
two routes: 5.03 miles of U.S. 
460, West Liberty-Salyersville 
Road, from Ky/ 364 to the 
Magoffin County line; and 2.06 



miles of Ky. 882, Lane Road, 
between milepoint 2.489 and 
U.S. 460. Hinkle was awarded 
the low-bid contract for 
$603,067.65. The project is 
scheduled to be completed by 
Nov. 15. 

The two-county contract calls 
for resurfacing a total of 1.04 
miles in Morgan County and 0.51 
miles in Wolfe County: 0.6 miles 
of Ky. 2492 — Glenn Avenue, 
between Ky. 2495 and U.S. 460; 
0.44 miles of Ky. 2499 — Air-

Daxson Lewis, a freshman at 
Morgan County High School, 
was a recent visitor of the West 
Liberty Kiwanis Club, where he 
entertained members on the banjo 
and discussed a unique project 
undertaken by his high school 
Science Club to break the 
Guinnes Book of Records for the 
largest scale model constructed 
of the solar system. 

Lewis, son of Marnie Gamble 
of Ezel and Barry Lewis of Blaze, 
is winner of the 2008 Bryan/Oren 
Freisen Award for Banjo Playing, 
which is given annually to a 
promising young musician in the 
country and traditional music 
field. The award — a Deering 
Banjo — will be presented to 
Lewis on May 23 at the Grand 
Ole Opry in Nashville, Tenn. 

The high school Science 
Club’s goal is to create to scale a 
model of the solar system with a 
replica of the sun, 38 feet in di- 
ameter erected at the high school 
and replicas of the nine planets 
to be located at various locations 
troughout the county. Science 
teacher Chris Lacy is advisor for 
the project. 

During his visit with the 
Kiwanis Club, Lewis was pre- 
sented a gift of $800 from an 
anonymous donor to help with 
the cost of the unique project. 

Lewis became interested in 



playing the banjo while hospital- 
ized for about a year with 
rhumatoid arthritis. He is largely 
self-taught and credits his con- 
tinuing interest in becoming pro- 
ficient with the instrument to Don 
Rigsby, Morehead State Univer- 
sity music professor and Direc- 
tor of Morehead’s Center for Tra- 
ditional Music. 

After conveying his admira- 
tion for Rigsby’s music to him via 
the Internet, Rigsby struck up an 
acquaintance and asked for tapes 
of Lewis playning the banjo. That 
eventually led to an invitation 
from Rigsby to attend a “jam 
camp” held at Morehead for be- 
ginners interested in playing 
stringed instruments. Rigsby also 
was instrumental in obtaining 
two $200 scholarships to attend 
the camps directed by Jim 
Warnick, whose interest, Lewis 
said, inspired him. 

Rigsby, who was impressed 
with Lewis’ ability, invited him 
to submit a tape to be entered in 
the competition for the Bryan/ 
Oren Freisen Award. 

When interviewed by phone 
about his accomplishments, 
Lewis said he was looking for- 
ward to his visit to Nashville. In 
addition, he was also enthusias- 
tic about his Science Club’s 
project . 



Charged for distributing 
oxycodone in Elliott and 
five other area counties 

MOREHEAD — A More- 
head man has been arrested and 
charged after being named as the 
“middle man” in an alleged 
Florida-based ring that distrib- 
uted illegal prescription drugs in 
six Kentucky counties, including 
Rowan, Carter, Elliott and Boyd. 

Drew Evans Lane, Jr., was ar- 
rested Jan. 15 in Carter County 
by FADE Task Force officers af- 
ter accepting a delivery of fake 
oxycodone pills from an under- 
cover agent. 

Randy Cline of Operation 
UNITE, said UNITE officers 
helped FADE with executing a 
search warrant on Lane’s 
Morehead residence. 

According to Cline, Lane ad- 
mitted to authorities he had been 
providing money for 15 to 20 
people to travel to Florida to ob- 
tain oxycodone pills from Dr. 
Roger A. Browne, the alleged 
ringleader. 

Browne, who practiced at 
Americare Health and Rehabili- 
tation in Coral Springs, Fla., was 
arrested April 14 in Coral 
Springs, Fla., is being held in jail 
there without bond until his trial. 
Medical files for nearly 500 Ken- 
tucky residents were confiscated 
from Browne’s office. 



Browne was indicted April 3 
by a federal grand jury in Lex- 
ington on charges that he con- 
spired with others “to knowingly 
and intentionally distribute 
oxycodone” in the northeastern 
Kentucky counties. James A 
Zwerhusen, acting U.S. Attorney 
for the Eastern District of Ken- 
tucky, said Browne is charged 
with prescribing narcotics to 
Kentuckians who would then 
take the drugs back to Kentucky 
and sell them on the street. Drew 
Evans Lane, Jr., of Morehead was 
mentioned at the hearing as be- 
ing the “middle man” in the drug 
ring. 

According to a confidential 
informant, Lane allegedly fi- 
nanced the trips to Florida by in- 
dividuals who would have pre- 
scriptions for the controlled drugs 
filled by Dr. Browne and then 
return them to Lane who would 
distribute them to others in Ken- 
tucky. 

Police records show that when 
detectives conducted the search 
of Lane’s residence on Jan. 15 
they allegedly discovered mari- 
juana, Valium, and a sawed-off 
shotgun. He was charged with 
two counts of engaging in orga- 
nized crime/criminal syndicate. 
Lane was indicted by a federal 
grand jury and scheduled to stand 
trial July 15 in U.S. District Court 
in Ashland. 



Your Social 
Security 



Written Verification 
Available Online 

Sometimes people need writ- 
ten verification of their benefit 
status or income amount from So- 
cial Security. Perhaps you are 
ready to make a major purchase 
and you are negotiating a loan 
from a bank or financial institu- 
tion. Or maybe you are applying 
for state benefits or moving into 
a new apartment or home. 

Whatever your reason, Social 
Security makes it easy for you to 
get the written verification you 
need - and you can do it online at 
www.socialsecurity.gov. Just look 
in the left column under “What 
you can do online” and select the 
“Request a Proof of income let- 
ter” link. 

The Proof of Income letter is 
sometimes called a “budget let- 
ter,” a “benefits letter” or a “proof 
of award letter.” The letter can be 
used as proof of your income not 
just for a loan, but for any third 
party that requires proof of your 
income. 

In addition to offering proof of 
your income, the letter is also an 
official document that verifies 
your medicare and health insur- 
ance coverage, retirement status, 
disability status and age. 

From the time that you com- 
plete the online request, it will 
take about 10 days for you to re- 
ceive the proof of income letter 
in the mail. If you need one

“If our firefighters are already 
responding to these areas, let’s 
make it official,” Nickell said. “I 
think the city should enter into an 
interlocal agreement with the 
county. Redistricting could also 
help these residents with their 
home fire insurance. It’s time to 
put these boundaries on paper 
and reap the benefits.” 

Nickell and Councilman Jim 
Rupe also agreed with Conley’s 
proposal to reimburse West Lib- 
erty firefighters $20 per fire call 
and official fire meeting. 

“Volunteers are harder to find 
now,” Rupe said. “Twenty dollars 
isn’t much these days, but its a 
start in showing appreciation to 
our volunteer firefighters.” 

The council voted to allow 
Conley to proceed with the redis- 
tricting and paid-per-call prepa- 
ration processes for later discus- 
sion by members. 

In other business, council 
members approved the first read- 
ing of an animal control ordi- 
nance, which will prohibit dogs 
and cats from running at large in 
public streets, alleys, highways or 
property of anyone other than the 
animal’s owner without rabies 
vaccination tags. 

The ordinance will also pro- 
hibit dogs’ howling and/or bark- 
ing to the extent of disturbance. 

Any animal found to be run-

money is then recirculated 
throughout the community to re- 
vitalize the local economy.” 

The hospital is also respon- 
sible for approximately $765,000 
in state and local tax revenue 
through taxes paid directly and 
tax revenue generated from em- 
ployees, Freeman noted. 

Cut In Medicare And 
Medicaid Prograns Would 

Have Negative Impact 

The report shows that Morgan 
County ARH’ s financial strength 
depends heavily on payments 
from Medicare and Medicaid, 
programs which approximately 
47 percent of the hospital’s pa- 
tients are covered by. 

“A 10 percent decrease in net 
patient revenue would result in 
significant budget cuts,” Free- 
man noted. “This could result in 
a reduction of hospital employ- 
ees’ wages and payments by 
$520,000, as well as cut state and 
local government tax revenue by 
about $83,000. The ripple effect 
to other businesses would be a 
loss of $1.4 million in regional 
sales and a reduction of $603,000 
in regional wages and salaries.” 

Annual Unreimbursed 
Costs Total Over 
$500,000 

Morgan County ARH Com- 
munity CEO Steve Gavalchik 
said the report also emphasized 
the hospital’s commitment to un- 
insured and impoverished pa- 
tients. 

According to the report, Mor- 
gan County ARH in 2006 cared 
for 1,078 people on an inpatient 
basis, treated 10,843 people in its 
emergency department, and re- 
ceived more than 23,348 outpa- 
tient visits. The hospital’s amount 
of unreimbursed costs for treat- 
ing people below the poverty line 
without insurance totaled ap- 



proximately $530,000. 

“In a rural community, the lo- 
cal hospital often serves as a 
safety net,” Gavalchik said. 
“Morgan County ARH is no ex- 
ception. We take helping the un- 
insured very seriously. Being 
there for our neighbors is a vital 
part of our mission.” 

Morgan County ARH em- 
ployees are integral elements in 
the hospital’s community service 
efforts. 

“Local employees give the 
hospital a great connection to the 
community,” Gavalchik said. 
“They embrace our mission and 
are very dedicated to it. Because 
of them, ‘neighbors helping 
neighbors’ is more than just a slo- 
gan on the wall at ARH.” 

Upcoming ARH Events And 
New Services 

Gavalchik said the hospital 
will continue its tradition of rec- 
ognizing and assisting local citi- 
zens with additional programs 
and services in the upcoming 
weeks. 

“Morgan County ARH will be 
honoring our volunteers 1 1 a.m. 
Friday, May 2, at the hospital,” 
Gavalchik said. “They do so 
much for the hospital, including 
raising money through the gift 
shop, in addition to beautifying 
the facility with flowers, etc. We 
want to show them how greatly 
they are appreciated. 

“Future plans also include the 
opening of a senior care center, 
which will include geriatric psy- 
chological services. This pro- 
gram will help seniors deal with 
the challenges of growing older, 
and it will be a great asset to the 
community. We are excited about 
enhancing the quality of life for 
senior citizens in West Liberty.” 

Gavalchik said that commu- 
nity enhancement will continue 
to be a longterm goal of Morgan 
County ARH. 

“A hospital cannot be an is- 
land unto itself,” Gavalchik said. 
Morgan County ARH is part of a

Superdelegate Superdilemma 

Imagine being one of the 300 or so undeclared Democratic 
superdelegates digesting the Clinton win in Pennsylvania. For- 
get that the high voter turnout reflects a wish not to let these 
party insiders pick the nominee — they probably will. Her win 
makes this privileged decision of the 300 more difficult. 

The primary’s numerical results only supersize the agony 
for the unelected Deciders whose levers aren’t in voting booths. 
Their coming choice risks offending entire groups the the party’s 
big, but increasingly torn, tent. 

Take Mrs. Clinton’s nearly 10-point victory over Barack 
Obama. It’s far less than her 20-point lead in early opinion 
polls. And her victory doesn’t give her much in delegates to 
catch Mr. Obama’s lead. For superdelegates, she has come- 
back momentum but not the narrative of a knockout blow. 

And in the national popular vote from primaries held so far 
(not counting Florida and Michigan), the Pennsylvania primary 
cut Obama’s lead of about 700,000 by some 220,000. But a 
superdelegate would only note that he could easily gain much 
of that back in coming primaries. And some portion of those 
Clinton votes came from Republicans tactically crossing party 
lines to boost her. 

The Supers may see that Obama’s pitch to be a uniter not a 
divider didn’t unite Pennsylvania’s Democrats behind him. They 
now have to wonder about his electability just as much as they 
have seen Clinton’s once-inevitable electability fade away in 
earlier primaries. 

Exit polls also muddy the picture. Obama made inroads on 
Clinton’s strength by winning 37 percent of Pennsylvania vot- 
ers over age 65 compared with his 26 percent in Ohio. And he 
took 44 percent of white men, up 5 points from Ohio. But in 
one big swing group, he was found wanting: Only 60 percent 
of Democratic Catholic voters said they would vote for him in 
a general election, while 21 percent said they would vote for 
John McCain. 

In the end, such reading of primary tea-leaves may not sway 
the 300. Their choice could be more fundamental. 

They need to decide if the party wants to adopt Obama’s 
line that “going negative” in campaigns would only further feed 
the kind of political polarization and legislative inaction in 
Washington that voters resent. Or do they see in Clinton’s “tough 
tactics” against her opponent the kind of ruthless leadership 
that would help Democrats steamroll the GOP in both the elec- 
tion and in Congress? 

Many of Obama’s “negatives,” of course, are self-inflicted, 
such as his comments on “bitter” rural folk. And his past asso- 
ciations may yet erode his message of hope and change. But 
he’s been relatively restrained in “going negative” compared 
with Clinton’s recent barrage. “If you can’t stand the heat, get 
out of the kitchen,” the narrator of the recent Clinton TV ad 
says. 

Their campaign styles are telling of what kind of president 
each might be. For superdelegates caught on the fence of inter- 
preting primary results, they must ask if the party wants a nomi- 
nee whose tactics will carry over to the general election against 
Mr. McCain, then the White House, and ultimately to creating 
a different America. 

Clinton won this primary squarely, but 68 percent of voters 
thought that she had “attacked unfairly.” With mixed messages 
like that, the 300 will need Solomonic wisdom.

ARH brings attention to uninsured crisis with 
National Cover the Uninsured Week observance 



April 25 — Appalachian Re- 
gional Healthcare and communi- 
ties nationwide are observing 
Cover the Uninsured Week April 
27 - May 3, raising awareness 
about the rising number of 
Americans without medical cov- 
erage and promoting more effec- 
tive ways to assist them. 

Cover the Uninsured , a 
project of the Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation, is a national 
effort to highlight the fact that too 
many Americans are living with- 
out health insurance and to de- 
mand solutions from our nation’s 
leaders. 

Nationwide, an estimated 47 
million people, nearly 9 million 
of them children, lack health in- 
surance. More than 8 out of 10 
of these people are in working 
families. 

According the 2007 KY 
Youth Advocates report, the 
number of Kentuckians without 
medical insurance is currently 
15.6 percent, with 11.7 percent 



being children. This includes just 
over 50,000 children who are eli- 
gible for Kentucky Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP), but are not participat- 
ing. 

More than 21 percent of those 
living in the areas ARH serves in 
Eastern Kentucky and southern 
West Virginia, do not have medi- 
cal insurance - and for these 
oftentimes, working families, 
that means they also do not re- 
ceive preventive healthcare ser- 
vices or medical attention for 
common ailments that could 
eventually lead to serious ill- 
nesses. 

ARH has been trying to 
change that through its commu- 
nity-based programs. As one of 
the region’s primary healthcare 
providers, ARH has brought to- 
gether local resources to help un- 
insured patients improve their 
living environment and overall 
health - a small but critical step 
in finding a comprehensive so- 



lution to an urgent national prob- 
lem. 

ARH regularly works with 
uninsured patients to help them 
qualify for financial assistance, 
free or discounted medication, 
and referrals to physicians who 
provide preventive care at no 
charge. ARH also runs outreach 
programs to identify and treat 
uninsured patients with chronic 
diseases and helps them manage 
their conditions more effectively 
on their own. 

ARH also strives to keep the 
uninsured well by offering resi- 
dents in its service areas preven- 
tive healthcare options through 
community health fairs, offering 
free health screenings for 
colorectal, breast and prostate 
cancers as well as routine blood 
pressure, cholesterol and glucose 
screenings. 

ARH, a not-for-profit 
healthcare system, treats all pa- 
tients, regardless of why they 



seek treatment and how much 
they can pay for it. In the past 
year alone, ARH provided more 
than $100 million in uncompen- 
sated care, partly for treating un- 
insured patients. 

“ARH, operating nine hospi- 
tals and a network of clinics, 
home health and other services, 
goes far beyond state and federal 
support to provide care to people 
who simply can’t afford it,” ARH 
President and CEO Jerry W. 
Haynes said in a recent opinion/ 
editorial piece called “There’s 
Help for People Who Can ’t Af- 
ford Healthcare Services, ” which 
addresses the topic of the unin- 
sured. 

“Helping our neighbors who 
are eligible to understand how to 
use state and federal assistance 
programs can help improve the 
health of our entire region.” 
Haynes said. “So can changing 
people’s awareness about the 
importance of preventive 
healthcare.”

GOP nominee says 
he’ll help rural areas 
connect and thrive 

INEZ, Ky., April 24 — “It was 
an unlikely setting for Republi- 
can presidential hopeful John 
McCain,” writes Cassondra 
Kirby, the Lexington Herald- 
Leader’s Eastern Kentucky re- 
porter. “The tiny coal-mining 
town of Inez, where there are 
only three stoplights and a few 
hundred residents and you can 
count the number of fast-food 
restaurants on one hand. But 
when he visited there Wednes- 
day, McCain said he was not 
hunting for votes in the Eastern 
Kentucky town, where Republi- 
cans outnumber Democrats 
nearly 3 to 1 . 

Inez is the county seat of Mar- 
tin County, where 46% of adults 
haven’t finished high school, the 
median household income is less 
than $22,800 and 30.5% of the 
population lives below the pov- 
erty level, according to census 
figures. 

At a time when President 
George Bush is unpopular, 
McCain says his tour of places 
that he describes as forgotten by 
other presidential candidates is 
part of his strategy to brand him- 
self as a different kind of Repub- 
lican — one who cares about all 
the people, especially those in 
need.” 

“I want them to know that I 
will not forget my responsibility 
to the American people,” McCain 
said. “I will not make promises I 
intend to forget and I will not 
make this my last visit to Inez, 
Kentucky.” Kirby writes, “As his 
campaign bus wound through the 
mountains into Inez, the Arizona 
senator saw an area with stub- 
bornly deep pockets of poverty. 
He passed the trailers and the 
curious onlookers who stared 
from front porches and through 
screen doors. He saw small gar- 
dens that families are raising to 
help during tough times.” 

And what of issues? “McCain 
talked about plans to encourage 
companies to help bring Internet 
service to rural areas, such as 
some hollows in Martin County 
that are still doing without,” 



Kirby writes. “He talked about 
the need to partner with commu- 
nity colleges to train those out of 
work and his plans to continue 
the Iraq war.” 

Many reporters noted that 
President Lyndon Johnson de- 
clared the War on Poverty in 
Martin County2 in 1964, and that 
the place remains poor. “I 
wouldn’t be back here today if 
government had fulfilled the 
promises that Lyndon Johnson 
made 44 years ago,” McCain said 
on his campaign bus. “The moral 
of the story is — government 
isn’t always the answer.” 

Maeve Reston of the Los An- 
geles Times wrote that 
Wednesday’s installment of 
McCain’s “forgotten places” tour 
“seemed largely symbolic. 
“When a reporter asked what 
could be done about healthcare 
coverage in Appalachia, as well 
as the high rates of diabetes, obe- 
sity and cancer, McCain said his 
administration would emphasize 
‘wellness and fitness.’” He also 
mentioned his proposal for a 
$5,000 refundable tax credit to 
allow families to ‘go out and ac- 
quire at least some level of health 
insurance,’ and added that he 
would recruit professional ath- 
letes to visit rural communities 
to talk about nutrition. 

A reporter noted that 
McCain’s tax cut proposals, 
which he touted Wednesday, 
might require significant cuts in 
domestic discretionary spending. 
He said he couldn’t promise that 
federal anti-poverty programs 
would be untouched, especially 
if they were “ineffective.” 

McCain said he hoped his 
plans for tax cuts and expanding 
high-speed Internet in rural areas 
could offer a new path for fight- 
ing poverty in places such as 
Inez. 

The presumptive Republican 
presidential nominee was 
warmly received by the several 
hundred people who lined Inez’s 
main street.

SECOND OF FOUR 
PARTS

Arthur C. Johnson, a beloved 
high school history teacher, was 
born January 20, 1913, at 
Elamton in Morgan County. His 
family moved about four miles 
across the hills to the community 
of Cow Branch when he was six. 
He attended the one room school 
and said his first school book was 
called “the Primer.” His teacher 
was Hettie Prater, whom he de- 
scribed as “having very black 
hair and eyes and being neat and 
trim.” She was his favorite 
teacher the rest of his life. An- 
other teacher (I will leave name- 
less) was described by Mr. 
Johnson as being “cross as a bear, 
having no tact or diplomacy and 
no care for children.” I suppose 
that type has been around a long 
time. The Johnson family moved 
later to the Easley Johnson farm 
and it was home for 16 years. My 
dad’s family lived nearby at 
Lenox and he and Mr. Johnson 
became friends later in life. He 
told of growing up on the farm 
and the hardships that they went 
through at times. 

He found out that Santa Claus 
was a myth but hung up his 
stocking anyway at Christmas in 
1923. On Christmas morning he 
found it stuffed with corn cobs 
but said, “We had good dinner of 
chicken, pie, cake, apples and 
candy anyway.” He went on to 
describe the Flood of May 20, 
1927 (nine Morgan Countians 
drowned), blizzards and other 
natural disasters during his child- 
hood. He began a new school at 
the head of Cow Branch in 1927. 
The school was “fostered” by 
Pleas Johnson and the first 
teacher was Edith Day. She

named the school “Banner” and 
was the only teacher that “tanned 
his hide.” He later had a new 
teacher, Deward Dennis, and de- 
scribed him as having way with 
children, played with them, but 
had good discipline. Mr. Johnson 
passed the fifth grade. Later 
teachers he said were “not so 
good.” 

He turned 15 on January 20, 
1928, and learned to plow with 
their old mule “Beck.” He said 
that the mule had more sense than 
some people he knew. Mr. 
Johnson called 1930 the “dry 
year” when their well went dry 
and a blight killed all of the chest- 
nut trees. The Depression years 
were lean and hard. When he 
could find work it was clearing 
fields or other labor for 50 cents 
a day. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt 
“moved” into the White House 
March 4, 1933, and things started 
to change. People began work- 
ing again on WPA, CCC, NYA 
and other government programs.

Morgan County’s strange 
post office names 



Last Of Three Parts 
By W. Lynn Nickell 

Included in this series are a 
few of the unusual names of post 
offices that have existed in Mor- 
gan County. 

Index Post Office was estab- 
lished in 1892 and discontinued 
in 1982 when Myrl Fannin was 
postmaster. It was located along 
U.S. 460 two miles S.E. of West 
Liberty. Index was a railroad sta- 
tion on the O&K Railway. Mary 
Meadows told me that Index got 
its name when names were sub- 
mitted to the Post Office Depart- 
ment. The names were sent on 
the back of an index page of a 
book. No names were chosen and 
the word “Index” was chosen in- 
stead. Joseph C. Elam was the 
first postmaster in 1892. 

The Zag Post Office was 
named by Pearl Cox, daughter of 
the first postmaster, Jeff D. Cox. 
The first names submitted for the 
office were rejected. Wick was 
the first name submitted. Pearl 
Cox sent the name “Zig Zag” 
from a sewing machine adver- 



tisement hanging on her wall. 
The Post Office Department then 
chose Zag. The office was estab- 
lished in 1915 and closed in 
1958. 




This Piedmont Post Office 
postmark is dated 1905. This of- 
fice was located on Rt. 1000. It 
was named for the Piedmont 
Coal Co. Charles A. McQuay 
was the only postmaster and af- 
ter one year the office was dis- 
continued. (Info from Roy 
Vance.) 

To establish a post office, a 
petition was submitted to the Post 
Office Department in Washing- 
ton with signatures of people in 
the community. The Post Office 
Department had some flexibility 
in choosing a name. There 
couldn’t be two offices with the 



same name in the state of Ken- 
tucky. If for some reason they 
didn’t like the first name submit- 
ted they would pick the second 
or third name, or name it them- 
selves. Usually there were three 
names submitted. 

I began working in the post 
office as a rural carrier in 1956. 
In 1957, I wrote to various post 
offices over the United States to 
acquire postmarks bearing the 
names of the employees of the 
West Liberty office. The results 
were: Post (Ore.), Masters 
(Colo.), James (Ga.), Wendell 
(Mass.), Nickell (Ky). — Jay 
(Maine), Northup (Ohio), Bur- 
ton (Tex.) — David (Ky.). Gra- 
ham (Fla.), Burton (Wash.) — 
Chalmers (Ind.), Eldridge 
(Tex ), Allen (Neb.)— Williams 
(Ariz.), Lynn (N.C.), Nickell 
(Ky.) 

Included in this series are a 
few of the unusual names of 
Morgan County post offices.

Before an 
Earthquake 

• Prepare an emergency kit 
using the items listed at 
www.redcross.org. 

• Know the safe spots in each 
room of your home or business- 
under sturdy furniture or against 
interior walls. 

• Know the danger spots!— 
near windows, mirrors, hanging 
objects, fireplaces and tall, unse- 
cured furniture. 

• Conduct practice drills with 
your family and employees to 
confirm kit locations and safe 
spots in the home/business. 

• Prepare a plan and commu- 
nicate where your family will re- 
unite if separated during an earth- 
quake. 

• Choose an out-of-state 
friend or relative who family 
members can call to report their 
whereabouts and condition. 

• Learn first aid and CPR. 

• Learn how to shut off gas, 
water, and electricity. 

• Check chimneys, roofs, 
walls and foundations for stabil- 
ity. Make sure your home/busi- 
ness is bolted to its foundation. 

• Secure your water heater and 
major appliances, as well as tall, 
heavy furniture, mirrors, and pic- 
ture frames. 

• Organize your neighborhood 
to be self-sufficient after a quake 
by joining an organized group. 
Find out more by contacting lo- 
cal Emergency Management. 

During an Earthquake 

• If indoors, stay there. Get 
under a desk or table, or stand in 
a corner. 

• If outdoors, get into an open 
area away from trees, buildings, 
walls and power lines. 

• If driving, pull over and stop. 
Avoid overpasses and
